MAYOR’S INAUGURAL ADDRESS 


Gentlemen of the City Counczt: 


We, as incumbents of public trust, will be called upon 
to face and solve problems which will require very 
serious consideration during our term of office. We 
must always have in mind the best interest of our City’s 
welfare, before arriving at any definite decisions. 


The industrial as well as the financial conditions of 
our Community have reached a point which, without 
doubt, the most conservative will admit to be the most 
critical since the incorporation of our City. 


It is my opinion that you will exercise sound 
judgment in all your public affairs. Your cooperation 
with that of the City Officials and the Citizens as a 
whole will be necessary if we are to better the con- 
ditions of our Community, and ¢/zs cannot be accom- 
plished if cooperation and unity are lacking. No sound 
business can be a success without it, as the old slogan, 
‘Tn unity there is strength, divided we fall,’’ will 
readily prove. 


I am asking you to consider all questions for the 
best interests of our City, and not for any particular 
individual or group of individuals. 


With your pledges of good faith and assistance we 
cannot fail to administer the affairs of our city in a 
manner creditable to you, and the citizens whom you 
represent, and I am certain that by carefully weighing 
every question placed before us for disposal, we shall 
have given a successful administration of our govern- 
ment affairs at the end of our fiscal year. 
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Before going into my recommendations for the com- 
ing year, I would like to convey to you the present 
financial conditions of our city at this date. 


The high school and highway bonds total $126,000. 


Outstanding notes which were borrowed in antici- 
pation of 1934 taxes total $385,000 and will be due March 
20, 1935. 3 


State and County taxes and unpaid relief bills will 
approximate $35,000. The latter must be paid before 
any more State relief funds can be obtained. 


We also have a Water Works bond issue of $48,000 
of which $4,000 has been paid, leaving a net bonded 
Water Works debt of $44,000. I do, however, believe 
that the good water now available warrants the expend- 
iture, but the debt must be paid as any other debt. 


Therefore, you are confronted with a total debt of 
approximately $241,000, nearly $71,000 of which is due 
at once. 


I recommend a bond issue of not more than $66,000 
to meet this situation. The general condition of our 
public buildings appears tobe good enough for the pres- 
ent and should cause us very little expense throughout 
the coming’ year. 


Our Fire Department deserves credit for its effi- 
cient service throughout the past year.. It is, however, 
well equipped with modern machinery, and could be 
maintained at a slightly lower appropriation for the 
coming year. _I hope that the efficient service and 
general efficiency of the department will continue. 


Taxes: 

I recommend giving a discount on all early payment 
of taxes, as has been the custom in recent years. This 
is beneficial to the taxpayer, and will at the same time 
help the city to meet early obligations. 
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I also recommend that the tax collector include the 
collection of all water department bills, as this will bring 
about a reduction in the cost to our city. 


Our school buildings are in good condition and very 
little repairing and refinishing should be necessary this 
year. As in the past our schools have maintained a 
high scholastic rating and although this is our largest 
department, careful consideration should be taken 
before any changes are made. 


Highway Department: 

Generally speaking, our highways are in good con- 
dition, and the maintenance of these should be reduced 
to an efficient minimum. The cost. of operating this 
department has been too great for the condition of our 
community and.[ believe a unification of Street Commis- 
sioner and Superintendent of the Forest Glade Ceme- 
tery will save a substantial amount for our city. I 
wish, also, to make the proposal that we give a fair trial 
to ‘the consolidation of Garbage Collection with the 
Street Department, and if this does not prove economi- 
cal and satisfactory, we should give it out as a bidding 
proposition. 


The Relief Department has now become a very 
important factor in our city finance. This is due pri- 
marily to the unemployment situation now confronting 
our nation. The new relief bill which has just been 
formed states that the city must pay 50% (fifty percent) 
of the total cost in lieu of the 25% necessary in the past 
year. This increase will, I believe, have to be obtained 
from aspecial appropriation. 


In closing I should like to ask all of you for your 
whole-hearted ‘and sincere cooperation in conducting 
our municipal business.

and both principal and interest to be payable at the 
First National Bank of Boston, Massachusetts. Said 
bonds shall be signed by the Mayor, countersigned by 
the City Treasurer and by the City Clerk, shall bear the 
city seal, shall have interest coupons attached bearing 
the facsimile signature of the City Treasurer that it has 
been registered by him; and shall be certified by the 
First National Bank of Boston, Massachusetts. Other 
details as to the form of said bonds may be fixed by the 
City Treasurer but shall be consistent with this resolu- 
tion. 

The proceeds of the sale of said bonds shall be used 
only for the purposes authorized by the above-men- 
tioned Act and by this resolution.

The consolidation of the Highway and Cemetery 
Departments has proven successful financially the past 
year; through this consolidation we have been able to 
reduce the operating expenses of these departments.

Trafic conditions at the time of a fire alarm are 
handled with the cooperation of the police department. 
The dry spell during the summer months resulted in a 
large number of alarms for grass and brush fires. These, 
with other alarms and telephone calls investigated, have 
made the past year quite a busy one.

GENERAL RULES 


Firemen as well as citizens should familiarize them- 
selves with the following rules for giving alarms of fire. 


1 
2 


Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 
Never pull a box while the alarm bells are ringing, 
not until a box has completed its four rounds. Two 
boxes cannot operate together, and neither will 
work if two are pulled at the same time. Never 
pull two alarms of two boxes for the same fire. 

To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the key- 
box and open the outside door with the key. Pull 
down the brass crank seen inside, till it stops, then 
let go. Then let the box alone. The clock will be 
seen or heard to be running, and the alarm will 
follow in half a minute or so. Close the door, but 
do not try to remove the key, as it is locked in 
track lock and can only be removed by a release 
key, which is carried by each engineer, who will, as 
soon as convenient, release and return it. Remem- 
ber that the firemen will come directly to the box 
which has been pulled, and be sure that someone 
stays at the box to direct them to the fire. 

Never pull an alarm for a fire seen at a distance. 
Never touch a box except to give an alarm of fire. 
Give an alarm for no cause other than actual fire. 
Don’t give an alarm for a chimney fire.

Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted the report of the 
librarian for the year ending February 29, 1936. 


During the year 489 new books have been accessioned 
and the number of volumes loaned for home reading 
totaled 35,724. 


New books have been added regularly on the fifteenth 
of every month and this arrangement continues to be 
most satisfactory; an effort has been made to meet 
requests for books on all subjects. 


If the Library is to help the manual and intellectual 
worker in his occupation or in his leisure, then we 
surely need books, more books than we have had in 
recent years. Our inventory may show so many 
thousand volumes in the Library, but a large percentage 
are outdated and not abreast of our age and problems. 


An old book unread, should, perhaps, be as attractive 
to the borrower as the latest product of the press but 
the fact remains that it isn’t! 


We must not reduce purchases of new publications! 


Then Library machinery must be kept functioning 
for the good of all patrons; there are days when the 
strain is most exhausting, but we endeavor to meet the 
waves of requests for information and to master all 
problems without turning aside. 


It has been difficult to keep the demands of the 
Library within the appropriation, as Library activities 
being carried on, at the present time, are on a very 
limited allowance. It is hoped the city finance com- 
mittee will be generous toward the Library this coming 
year and increase the appropriation, if possible.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
SOMERSWORTH PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Board, Somersworth, New 
Hlampshtre: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to present my sev- 
enth annual report. The addition of Milton to this 
supervisory union has doubled the mileage and has 
given your superintendent thirteen more teachers to 
supervise. Adult evening schools have been main- 
tained in Somersworth and Salmon Falls, these and 
other F. E. R. A. projects have also demanded more 
of the time of the superintendent, so that he has not 
been able to give Somersworth schools the close su- 
pervision of former years. 

The enrollment in the elementary schools has re- 
mained very nearly the same, as the statistic tables 
will show. Most of the rooms have an average at- 
tendance of forty or more pupils. Forty-four pupils 
graduated from the eighth grade. The high school 
enrollment has been the largest in its history and the 
graduating class numbered twenty-three. In the last 
ten years the enrollment in the high school has dou- 
bled. Every room is now occupied all the time and 
the gymnasium has to be used for a classroom once 
in a while. This room could be used to greater ad- 
vantage if it was more easily heated. 

Early in this school year we were petitioned to 
put the high school on a single session plan. This, 
we showed, to be impossible, unless we should open 
school forty minutes earlier (we now open at eight- 
thirty o’clock) (2) eliminate several subjects to 
shorten the day or (8) employ more teachers. As I 
have already pointed out, all rooms are now fully oc- 
cupied and the city is not in a financial position to 
stand the expense of added teachers. 
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The superintendent regrets exceedingly that after 
having taught Art in the schools for twenty-five 
years, the need for economy forced the School Board 
to discontinue the services of Miss Alma B. Roy and 
the supervision of Art. 

The adult evening school was conducted on the 
same plan as last year, but Mr. Thomas Hennessey 
was allowed to assist me for one hour each evening 
in supervising the work and making out payrolls and 
reports. The school was open for five evenings each 
week from 6.30 to 9.380 and from November to the 
Easter vacation. Five teachers were employed at a 
salary of fifteen dollars per week, all from Federal 
funds. The only cost to the City was for janitor serv- 
ice and heat. The latter was very small, since the 
gymnasium was in use by the regular students a 
majority of the evenings. The sum of sixty-two dol- 
lars and six cents was received from Federal funds 
for overhead expenses. The H:gh School has been 
a busy place, as it ought to be. 

The High School teachers having athletics in 
charge deserve great commendation for the way in 
which they have financed sports and made both ends 
meet. I only wish that the public would give their 
teams better support, both financially and other- 
wise. By decree of the School Board no public mon- 
ey is spent on athletics. They must be self-support- 
ing. Good teams have been developed in all sports 
and the boys have won a right to enter the State 
Tournament in basketball for Class B Schools. The 
conduct of the participants in sports has been gen- 
tlemanly and ladylike and the games have been a 
pleasure to watch. Somersworth High School has 
the respect of all the schools with which it competes. 
The report of the Headmaster will give you more 
details of the activities of the High School. 

The undernourished pupils in the grades, both pub- 
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lic and parochial, were supplied with needed milk 
from Federal funds. This continued until the Eas- 
ter vacation. Graham crackers were given with the 
milk and these were paid for from local funds in the 
Public School Health fund. We now understand 
that no more Federal funds will be available for 
milk. 


In February, Progressive Achievement tests, pub- 
lished by the University of Southern California, were 
given by the superintendent to all pupils in his Union 
in grades 4 to 8 inclusive. In reading only 16 per 
cent were below the Standard median and 51 per 
cent were above the Standard. In arithmetic, eight 
per cent were below the Standard median and 55 
per cent above the Standard. In Somersworth 229 
pupils took the tests and 119 were above the Stand- 
ard in reading. In arithmetic 122 were above the 
Standard. These tests are regarded as being reliable 
indexes of achievement and were selected by the 
superintendent because he felt that California stand- 
ards were high. If this is so, the schools of this Su- 
pervisory Union are maintaining satisfactory stand- 
ards in these two important subjects. 

Standard graduation examinations were given to 
the eighth grade and every pupil passed the tests. 
Barbara Vibert received a mark of 204 points. The 
expected median was 142 points and the median at- 
tained by Somersworth was 166. 

This year the medal awarded for Citizenship in 
the eighth grade was given to Raoul Lagueux. 

All schools held public exercises commemorating 
Amristice Day and Memorial Day. 

The custom of allowing a visiting day to the ele- 
mentary teachers was renewed this year and all 
teachers took advantage of it. From their reports 
I know that they profited from seeing other teachers 
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at work under different systems. AI] teachers at- 
tended the State Teachers’ Association meeting at - 
Manchester and the County Association meeting at 
Rochester. 

All the school districts in the Supervisory Union 
contribute a share of the expenses of the superin- 
tendent to the meeting of the National Education As- 
sociation, Department of Superintendence, held at 
Atlantic City in February. The New Hampshire su- 
perintendents who were there returned with the feel- 
ing that our Etate was maintaining a high standard 
in education. The New Hampshire schools have 
suffered less from the depression than any other 
section of the country. No schools have had short- 
ened terms or “gone without,’ although some teach- 
ers have suffered severe reductions in salaries, but 
these salaries are gradually coming back. Books 
are used until they are threadbare and supplies re- 
duced to a minimum. 


In my last report I made the statement that it 
would not be possible to maintain standards for any 
less expenditure than we are now making, and the 
statement still holds. 

The high schools throughout the country are this 
year celebrating the 300th anniversary of the found- 
ing of the first high school in America, the Boston 
Latin School. The graduation exercises of our high 
school centered around this event. Somersworth 
and Portsmouth are the oldest high schools in this 
State, both being chartered in 1848, 

Throughout the United States a high school edu- 
cation is coming to be considered a necessity. Dur- 
ing the past thirty years the enrollment in these 
schools has increased from ten per cent of the pupils 
of high school age to over sixty per cent. In con- 
trast, European schools enroll only from eight to ten 
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per cent. The high school is looked upon as a place 
where pupils can profit in a period when they are 
no longer, acceptable to industry. As Professor 
Charles H. Judd said in an address at the Atlantic 
City meeting of the N. E. A.: ony all objections 
raised by carping and penurious critics of the secon- 
dary schools of this country, there is one brief an- 
swer, and that answer is adequate. The American 
people have at all times, from the earliest days down 
to the present, eagerly desired and eagerly provided 
for the young people of the land education which is 
not limited to any social class or to eight years of 
elementary schooling. Devotion to the ideal of uni- 
versal free education suited to the exacting demands 
of modern civilization brought forth in the United 
States a unique type of secondary education. The 
history of this naticn guarantees the continued ex- 
pansion of the secondary schools and of the whole 
educational system of the United States. The spirit 
which led to the organization of American high 
schools in the period following the war between the 
States and following the depression of 1873 is still 
alive and will overcome the obstacles which confront 
education in these troubled times. The people of the 
United States are seeking a fuller understanding and 
use of the human and natural resources of the coun- 
try. They are adding to the program of secondary 
education a program of popular education for adults. 
The educational system of the United States will end 
its ministrations to the individual only when the in- 
dividual ceases to desire the opportunity of improve- 
ment for himself and for his offspring.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the 
School Board: 


In presenting the annual report of the High School 
it seems fitting, at this time, to discuss briefly the 
reasons why languages, both ancient and modern, 
are fast losing their prestige as cultural subjects, and 
why there is a decided turn to the social sciences. 

Today, as never before, our schools are subjected 
to and are measured by a single standard, that of 
utility. If a subject taught many years ago is still 
retained in the curriculum, the norm by which it is 
judged today is summed up in the question, ““‘Why 
keep it there? Of what use isit?’’ This same norm 
is constantly applied to subjects recently introduced: 
“Of what value is it? Will it be useful to my chil- 
dren?” This critical attitude should be beneficial 
to education. It indicates a healthy interest on the 
part of our citizens in the schools. It presages the 
desire of the taxpayer to see that his investment in 
education shall return him one hundred cents on 
the dollar. 

It is for this reason that there has been a very de- 
cided trend toward those newer and less formalized 
subjects which are considered, today, essentially fun- 
damental to good citizenship. Because of this change 
there appears to be prevalent with certain groups 
an idea that these subjects are, in school parlance, 
relatively easy. Now it is not desirable that all 
work should be difficult; neither is it true that that 
which is pleasant is always good. There should be 
a happy medium of difficulties suited to the capaci- 
ties of the child. There should be a task to be done 
and a chore to do. The subject matter may be rela- 
tively unimportant. The lesson itself comes first; 
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and lessons require faithful and laborious prepara- 
tion. 


Reduced to a specific principle the case may be 
stated in this fashion: Social Science, with the 
proper application on the part of the pupil, is proving 
quite as valuable to the future citizen as a course in 
ancient languages or in natural science. One stimu- 
lates the imagination quite as much as the other and 
requires just as much mental agility. Yet over and 
beyond this lies the question of utility. We live in 
avery practical age, where the stamp of approval is 
given only to those subjects which are vital to our 
scheme of living. Purely cultural subjects are 
frowned upon; yet there is no reason why Biology 
should not be as cultural as Latin, and Economics 
can be just as thought-provoking as Algebra. Ex- 
President Lowell of Harvard puts it this way, “It is 
not so much what one knows that counts in life as 
what use one can make of that which he knows.” 


To the end that there may be some practical ap- 
plication of knowledge we have, this year,, sought 
greater motivation in languages by stressing the use 
of the one-act play. One each in English and French 
were developed. By this means the pupils have 
learned not only how to produce these short plays, 
but also how to write them, revise them, design 
costumes and scenery and finally to make a unit of 
the various parts. Such work stimulates the pupils 
to a greater appreciation of what is fine in litera- 
ture, and while doing it they are manifestly making 
use of ‘‘that which they know.” 


Debating, too, is beginning to find some ardent 
supporters and while our schedule is never over- 
crowded and the number interested relatively small, 
we feel that it is quite as efficacious as many other 
extra-curricular activities. Debating engenders the 
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ability to think on one’s feet and fosters that readi- 
ness of mental analysis which is so necessary in to- 
day’s highly competitive world. There were in 
all five debates; two with Sanborn Seminary, two 
with Berwick Academy, and one with the Adult 
Night School. 

During the year our teachers united with the 
teachers of Dover, Rochester and Farmington in a 
series of joint teachers’ meetings. The dates of these 
meetings and the speakers were as follows: 

February 5, at Rochester, Deputy Commissioner 
Walter M. May. 

December 3, at Dover, Professor Arthur W. Jones. 

February 4, at Somersworth, Rev. J. T. Cullum 
Blackmore. 

March 4 at Farmington, Professor A. Munroe 
Stowe. 


We have also conducted, under the supervision of 
the State Department of Education, a course in au- 
tomobile driving which proved to be extremely popu- 
popular with those who had attained their sixteenth 
birthday and were intending to secure an operator’s 
license. Twelve certificates were awarded to those 
who completed this course. 

This report includes but a partial catalogue of 
our activities for the current year, yet it presents a 
true cross section of work done in addition to the 
regular class room assignments, it being our pur- 
pose to show that a pupil in Somersworth High 
School has many opportunities to develop innate tal- 
ents and to prepare for a life in which he will use 
‘that which he knows.’

Preparations were made for a T. B. and Under- 
weight clinic, but due to the illness of Dr. Kerr, of 
Manchester, the clinic was postponed. 

After reviewing the school year record, I believe 
the student body has been quite free from any seri- 
ous ailments and no doubt the close supervision of 
the school nurse is responsible for a part of this fine 
record.

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REPORT OF TEACHER OF DRAWING 


Lo the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the 
School Board: 


It is with pleasure that I submit the report of my 
twenty-fifth year’s work as teacher of drawing in 
the City of Somersworth. During this time I was 
employed here in town three days each week. 


The general line of work has been along the same 
lines as that of last year. Drawing from nature and 
from objects; and suitable decorations for them. A 
good deal has been undertaken in the way of con- 
structive work, that is, mapping out patterns for 
objects and constructing them out of paper of vari- 
ous thicknesses according to the ability of the pu- 
pils. | 

We are trying to help the young people to see, and 
tell what they see clearly. We would help them do 
useful things and do them carefully and well. 


Each grade is provided with a set of crayons. 
In the first grade the children have a special crayon, 
which is larger and easier for them to use. The re- 
sults from the crayon work in the grammar grades 
surpasses any work done in previous years. I be- 
lieve that when a child expresses the color of an 
object, he expresses the form more correctly. The 
student’s interest has been intense, and the drawings 
true to nature. In the lower grades, the study of 
actual facts of the solids, number of faces, shape of 
faces, etc., have gone hand in hand with the study 
of their appearance under different conditions. This 
prepares the way for perspective drawings in the 
grammar grades. Brushes are used in all the 
grades, either with ink or water colors and good re- 
sults have been obtained. The use of the brush 
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gives training of great value, training only the teach- 
er can give. Teachers report and improvement in 
free arm movement in writing, which has resulted 
from the use of the brush in the drawing lesson. 

In High School the pupils are allowed to choose 
the type of work they like best, whether it be sketch- 
ing in ink or pencil, poster work—water colors, sten- 
ciling or block printing. In so doing I have been 
able to determine in which line of work the students 
excelled, and have been able to give him training in 
that particular work. 

On May 22-28 the annual exhibit of the pupil’s 
work was held in the Chandler School.

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REPORT OF MECHANIC ARTS INSTRUCTOR 


Zo the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the 
School Board: 


Gentlemen :—The principles of woodworking have 
been given to the seventh, eighth and special grade 
boys. Types of projects that have been selected 
came from various sources, such as newspaper ad- 
vertisements, catalogues and sketches of furniture 
from furniture store displays. The seventh and spe- 
cial grades learn the fundamentals of woodworking 
and the finishing of different Cabinet woods, which 
enables them to undertake higher standards of 
woodworking in the eighth grade and in the high 
school. The type of project for seventh grade boys 
must be simple and should be of a practical use in the 
home. Too many beginners wish to attempt the larger 
and more complicated projects without first learning 
the principal function of woodworking tools. Co- 
operation with the parents in selecting useful and 
practical projects is my first thought whenever a boy 
wishes to start a new project. Good useful beginning 
projects should be taken from the following. 


Book Ends, Taborets, Letter Racks, Bread Boards, 
Plain Ironing Boards, Simple Lamps, Scout Kits, 
Trellis and similar low cost projects. 

Mechanical Drawing has been very practical, as 
such working drawings as the Mechanic Arts Shop, 
Lathe, Jointer, Cedar Chests, and Steam System have 
been completed. 


The class in Electricity numbered twenty boys, 
which is a rather large class for the equipment and 
room available. This group made several pieces 
of apparatus for use here in the shop. A telephone 
system was set up and operated successfully. Sev- 
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eral jobs that will be of practical use to all mem- 
bers was furnished in the old fire station. The class 
started with the principles of magnetism and then 
studied cells, batteries, motors, generators, trans- 
formers, circuit breakers and wiring of finished and 
unfinished buildings. Experimental jobs have 
been done in the form of experiments on all of these 
units of work. 


As in the past the annual exhibition was held in 
May with that of Domestic Arts and Drawing. 


I wish to thank all who have helped us through- 
out the past year.

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REPORT OF THE DOMESTIC ARTS INSTRUCTOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the 
School Board: 


I respectfully submit my annual report of the 
work done in the Domestic Arts Department of the 
Somersworth Schools. 


The seventh and special grade girls have canned 
fruits, vegetables, relishes and made jellies. They 
prepared and served six balanced meals, suitable 
for the average home represented. Sewing projects 
consisted of aprons, slips, pajamas, blouses, dresses 
and Christmas gifts. 

The eighth grade girls canned fruits, vegetables, 
relishes and prepared jellies. They prepared and 
served six balanced meals. Consideration was giv- 
en to nutritive values, cost of food in season, method 
of preparation and service. The clothing projects 
consisted of slips, pajamas, blouses, dresses, suits 
and Christmas gifts. 

The work of the high school freshman and sopho- 
more classes has been a study of clothing selection, 
construction, care and repair, dress accessories, mil- 
linery, custume design and social relationships. 

The junior and senior classes have studied ‘‘The 
Home, Its Care and Management.” This considered 
the house, its history, location, furnishing, manage- 
ment and appliances; also household accounting and 
planning and care of the home grounds. Visits to 
nearby gardens has given us valuable information on 
mulching, rock gardens, planning a garden and be- 
coming familiar with flowers suitable to this commu- 
nity. 

In October the sophomore class spent a Saturday in 
Boston visiting places of special interest. 
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The annual get-together was held at the High 
School May 1. Two plays were enacted, one by the 
English Department, written by Mary Ducharme, 
and the other presented by the French Department. 
This Cooperaton was greatly appreciated. 

The annual spring exhibition of the Drawing, 
Manual Arts, and Cosmetic Arts was held May 22nd 
and 23. This was well attended. The Junior class 
girls spent the week-end of June 8th at Wells Beach. 
This afforded an ideal opportunity for cooperation 
in work and play. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent, School Board, 
teachers and parents for their helpful cooperation 
during the year.
